7. Assessment of subtlecti C- has described subject as a lons-wolf 
type who 1s almost aotl-sootal and who Is someidtat embittered by hie S]qi>erlenoes 
after 19^5 at the hands of the occupation powers and mors recently by Vest 
German authorities In etsmsctlm with current court proceedings against him 

for certain of his wartime activities In the KSHA. X agree with this analysis 
of subject. X am also Inclined to ae^^^rt subject's expressed oontespt for the 
German servless as Uie reason for hls^wllUngnees to eodperate with them. His 
reasons for wishing to supply Information to the Ibilted States cannot be so 
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elaply explained. Possibly one contributing factor Is his apparent 
respect for the United States as a wrld power and for ppofesalonalisni 
on the part of Uhl ted States intelllgenee. Wille I beliere subject Is 
prepared to cooperate with us, I do not know on the basis of an hour-long 
(Useusslon with him how far he will go in Ms collaboration.
